findings of Renelics. For geneticists know that 
radiation causes mutations (first proved by 
J I. J. Muller in 1927), and that most mutations 
are harmful. Tfiev warn that it will be another 
SO years before the full effects of the bombs 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki are known. 
It Is often said that our moral development 

.has failed to keep pace with our science. It 
may be more accurate to say that we have not 

. yet learned to apply the methods of science 
(instead of Just its inventions) to salving our 
personal and international problems. Every- 
thing In life comes under the scrutiny of sci- 
ence, which is guided only by observable facts. 
"Truth," to scientists, is a working hypothesis, 
subject to change in the light of further knowl- 
edge. But most of us, both East and West, are, 
jealous of our prejudices. 



Nonscientists will more than ever have to 
adjust to new discoveries in science. The'first 
application of the power of the atom Was not 
a promising beginning. The argument that all- 
out alomic war can be survived may be an indi- 
cation of the end. 

Tomorrow, science promises to [jive man 
even more godlike power — perhaps even the 
power to change his own evolution. Men are 
probing morcdceply all the - time into the hu- 
man ceil and the workings of the brain. 

It may be that in space men will find a chal- 
lenge larger than our life on this tiny planet. 
And. as has happened before in the story of 
man's evolution, wc may open up a whole new 
area for human development ill Lois universe 
of earth, stars and man.
